Commission, in Approving 
Ratification of Washing- 
ton Document, Seeks to 
Meet Objections. 


By the Associated Press. 
PARIS, July 10. — Reservations 


were attached to its approval of the 


ratification of the Washington na- 
val ‘limitation treaty by the Senate 
Naval Commission today in adopting 
the report. of Senator Lemery. These 
reservations are regarded as impor- 
tant by the commission and are sim- 
ilar to objections previously voiced 
by other commissions. 

The commission recorded itself as 
determined to retain for France full 
liberty of action regarding the sub- 
marine provisions of the treaties. 
The recommendations for ratification 
of the armament limitation accord 
was voted with the understanding 
that the limitation should not be re- 
garded as definitely establishing the 
relative importance of the maritime 
Powers; that it be distinctly under- 
stood there would be no relation »e- 
tween capital ships and tha propor- 
tion of lighter craft and submarines, 
and that the treaty be strictly pro- 
visional, denounceable in 1934. 

The commission at the same time 
took note of the protest voiced by 
Senator de Lavagrenais, who said he 
could not vote for the treaty, basing 
his objection en the objections voiced 
by Senator Lemery.

Lieut. Maughan estimated he 
made approximately 1330 miles in 
nine hours. And late today, walk- 
ing the streets of St. Joseph, he d‘d 
not show as much fatigue as most 
motorists exhibit when they have 
driven a motor car twenty-five miles 
| Maughan said that he was abso- 
\lutely lost in a fog for 250 milés. 
|He feared he would swerve from hie 
'route. but hated to lose time py 
\slowing down. He made several! trial 
iflights to go above or around the 
\fog, but it seemed to envelop him 
completely. 

Tells of His Trip. 

“T was mighty pleased to recog- 
'nize Akron, Ohio,” he said, “even 
though I knew I was off my @urse. 
‘I was treated fine at Dayton and 
could not have had a prettier sail- 
ing from Dayton across Indiana, Illi- 
'nois and Missouri.” 

The aviator flew low purposely 
-over some places to be certain of his 
bearings. He recognized Indianap- 
oils shortly after 9 o'clock, central 
time. but his watch showed 19:12 
o'clock as he had not changed it 
from Eastern to Central time. 

Lieut. Maughan also recognized 
Springfield, Ill, he said, but was not 
sure of other towns.

The contract for paving Twelfth 
street, from Chouteau avenue to Sou- 
lard street, was left today by the 
Board of Public Service to the Cen- 
tral Paving Co. for $90,230.50.
